Alderman Lopez asked what the RFP metrics for delegate agencies are. 

 
Evaluation criteria used to guide review and scoring vary by the RFP and are driven by funder(s) 
requirements, epidemiologic and other data, community input and program priorities. Health 
and racial equity drives both the content of the RFP and the evaluation criteria used to review 
applications. All RFPs explicitly describe how the funds align with Healthy Chicago 2025, the City’s 
community health plan focused on reducing the life expectancy gap between black and white 
Chicagoans and addressing the declines in life expectancy for other Chicagoans of color. All RFPs ask 
respondents to describe how the applicant’s organization’ policies and practices align with CDPH’s 
guiding principles (deconstructing racist systems, trauma prevention and trauma-informed services, 
cultural responsiveness, and health equity in all communities). Data is used to guide where services are 
most needed and in some cases, the type of service(s) needed. 
 
Additional common evaluation criteria used to assess equity include the organization’s hiring process, 
detailing diversity and inclusion efforts, and what specifically will be done to ensure that hired staff  
have lived, worked, or have significant knowledge of the communities in which the applicant proposes 
to deliver services; race and gender of staff and board members; the organization’s cultural and 
linguistic competency policies and procedures; and the availability of translation services and/or 
materials in multiple languages.
